In ‘the year 
immediately preceding the war, the 
United States ranked third in coal 
exportation. Great Britain being first 
with 74,000,000 tons, Germany se- 
cond:.with 35,000,000, the United 
States 22/000,000, Belgium 6,000,- 
000, Japan 4,000,000,/South Africa 
a little more than 2,000,000 and) 
Canada and Australia ‘about 2; 000.-; 
000 each. This showed a grand. to- 
tal of 160,006,000 tons of coal mov- 
ing in export in the world as a ne- 
cessity of international trade. 

Reports from Great Britain, for- 
merly the world’s chief coal exporter, 
indicate that her exports of coal in 
the year ending in June are about 
one-half that of the year preceding 
the war, while the coal exports of; 
the United States have increased | 
meantime more thaw 25 per cent, ace 
cording to a bullett from the N “| 
tional City Bank of New York. Great | 
Britain fell from 73,490,000 tons in| 
1913 to 37,000,000 in the twelve | 
months ending in June, 1919, while 
the coal exports of the United States, | 
which were a little more than 10,- 
000,000 tons in the fiscal year of. 
1914, were nearly 26,000,000 in t 
fistal-year 1918. Great Britain w 1 
do “well to supply her own home con- 
sumption this year and have 20,000,- 
000 tons for export. 

Germany lost a percentage of her 
coal area by the peace treaty, and 
under the peace terms she must sup- 
ply a large amount of coal to France, 
and she will have but a small amount, 
if’ any, coal for exportation. 

With this fall off of more than half 
in the power of British coal export- 
ation, the elimination of Germuny as’ 
a coal exporter (except to France), 
and the extremely small quantity 
which any other country can this year 
export It Béemsg clear that the United 
States will take its place at the head | 
of the list of coal exporting couun-' 
tries. Even through the fall off in 
the last year in the coal production 
in the country, due to the return to 
‘Nurope of so many aliens who were 
miners, may continue for a brief per- 
iod, it is believed the United States 
will retain first place in coal export- 
ation, for the reason that more than 
one-half of her output is mined with. 
machinery, as against about one-fifth 
mined by machine methods in Great 
Britain.

4“) asked permission to explain my 
situation and told Smith [T° was a 
wounded man there by mistake. 
Smith ignored thy explanation, and, 
with the other men, I was deprived 
of leggings, given one blanket, and 
quartered for the night in the racing 
stable of a Frenchman. The bed was 
the cobblestone floor of a stall, and 
no food was given the men that night, 
The weather wes cold and raining. 
The next morning the men who had 
newly arrived at the prison camp 
were lined up. ‘Hard-bofled’ Smith 
strutted before us, up and down the 
lines, looking us over. Then he start- 
ed to yell at us. ‘I’m Hard-boiled 
Smith. Do you get me. I'm boss of 
this place. Don’t forget that. You 
birds are going to soldier here as you 
never soldiered before. And you 
can’t skip out. There are only two 
ways to leave this place. One is to 
go out in a long wooden box, feet 
first, and the other way is straight 
to the front lines to be blown: to hell 
‘by the Boche.. Yesterday. a man 
thought he knew a different way to 
get out of here,’but he was all wrong.

“Einally I got to see the surgeon.

“ *ard-boiled’>Smith himself is a 
little man, short and wiry, and as 
tough as any man I ever saw. All 
of the men he had with him at the 
camp to run things were of his type. 
There Was not a guard there that I 
could find who had been up at the 
front, or who knew what a soldier’s 
life is. ‘They were deserters, slack- 


ers, men thrown out of different regi- | 


ments because they were no good.

| Of the himuanittes needs chiefly Is to 
‘he humanized. No man ever praised 
the Greeks tore devoutly. “The 
name of Hellas stands no longer for 
the name of a race, but aa the name 
or, as more tersely 
by Maine, ‘Except the blind 
| foerees of nature, nothing moves in 
this world that is not Greek in 
origin.’ "’ Yet, though president of 
the classical association, it is as a 
scientist that he speaxs to these hu- 
| manista—as Regius, professor of 
medicine: and he thrusts his charge 
home with masterly skill. To them 
the humanities mean only history, 
literature and philosophy; to the 
Greeks science was of equal import- 
ance, And in its relation to the hu- 
manities the science of the Greeks 
has a ¥ery special meaning for the 
world of to-day. 

What Osler says of “Greats,’”’ the 
world-famous school of literae hu- 
maniores, is doubly true of classical 
instruction in Canada, ‘The moving 
forces which have nade the modern 
world are simply ignored. Yet they 
are all Hellenic, all part and parcel 


; 


i of the humanities in the true sense, 


and all of prime importance in mod- 
ern education.” To the stadent in 
Greats, Aristotle is known as author 
of the “Metaphysics,” “Politics”? and 
“Poetis,”” but not as a scientist. Yet, 
as Was pointed out to Darwin and 
adinittead by him, ‘‘the principle of 
natural selection’ was shadowed 
forth by Aristotle. ‘In biology,’ says 
Osler, “Aristotle speaks for the first 
time the language of modern science, 
and indeed he seems to have been 
‘Yiret.und foremost a biologist; his 
natura ulory studies influenced 
profoundly his @ariology, his psy- 
chology, and his philosophy.’ studied 
scientifically *‘the problems of here- 
dity, of sex, of nutrition, of growth, 
of adaptation and of the struggle for 
existence.”’ Though encyclopedic in 
his interesis, he was a specialist in 
embryology unrivalled for 2,000 
years. His discovery of a “special 
mode of reproduction in one of the 
species of sharks’ waited until the 
nineteenth century to be confirmed. 
Yet Osler searched the examination 
papers of the school of literae hu- 
maniores through the past decade 
and found no reference to Aristotle 
as 2 scientist... Other cases are alinost 
as striking. Lucretius had views of 
“the origin of the world ,and: the 
origin of man” which are up to date 
with the most modern thought; and 
-his coneeption of ‘continuity in the 
workings of nature” are “‘ynmatched 
among the ancients or moderns’; 
yet the fact is similarly ignored in 
the school of literae humaniores. The 
inevitable result is a failure to 
grasp what is fundamental in history 
,and philosophy, man’s relation to the 
primal foree of humanity and to the 
universe, 

There is. another side to the pic- 
ture, the professed scientist, “The 
extraordinary development of mod- 
ern science may be her undoing. 
Specialism, now a necessity, has frag- 
mented. the specialties themselves. 
The worker loses all sense of pro- 
portion in a maze of minutiae. Apply- 
ing themselves early to research, 
young men get into backwaters, far 
from the main stream. They quickly 
become hypercritical, and the small- 
er the field the greater the tendenty 
to magalocephaly. From over-spe- 
cialization, scientific men are in a 
more parlous state than are the hu- 
manists from neglect of classical tra- 
dition. The salvation of science lies 
in a recognition of a new philosophy 
~=the scientia scientiarum which 
Plato describes: ‘Now, when all these 
studies reach the point of intercom- 
munion and connection with one an- 
other, and come to be considered in 
their mutual affinities, then 1 think, 
and not till then, will the pursuit of 
them have value,’’’ Osler according- 
ly proposes a modified honor school 
in which ihe principles of philosophy 
are to be dealt with in relation to the 
sciences, and in which science is to 
be illumined by the ‘introduction of 
literary and historical studies. “Sci- 
ence will take a totally different posi- 
} tion in this country when the knowl- 
edge of its advances is the possession 
of all educated men.’”’ * 

Many minds are to-day moving to- 
ward 2 similar conception of the 
‘truly cultural edneation: As a satir- 
ist of modern classicism pointed out, 
| (he Greeks had not the slightest sus- 
pieion that they were ancients. In 
each passing century those who un- 
derstand them best think of them 
mos. nearly as they thought of them- 
selves When they walked and talked 
on the Akropolis. To us 6f to-day 
they are most modern when we fol- 

their tentative observations in 
| ¢icnee, thelr inspired guesses as to 
moving forces in this world ma-«

fulier correlation of facts, our ever

The reason that milk sours {is that 
minute plants. known as bacteria, 
act on the sugar in milk, changing 
it into lactic or milk acid. One scien- 
tist, however, says this explanation 

not satisfactory. He regards the 


,souring of milk as a result of feed~|. 


ing on milk sugar by the lactic acid 
germs, leaving behind them what is 
known as sour milk. 

No matter what the true explana~- 
tion may be in detail, we believe that 
souring of milk is caused in some 
way by “germs” or bacteria which 
are microscopic plants that fall into 
milk from the air, and get in from 
many other places. 

Like all plants, they must have air, 
| suitable temperature, and moisture, 
in order to grow. The common plan 
_of preventing the milk going sour is 
to cool it to 50 deg. F. as soon as 
possible after milking and keep it 
cold until it is used. The reason for 
this is, the cold makes an unfavor- 
able condition for these plants to 
grow, hence the milk remains sweet, 
though sometimes it takes on bad 
flavors, or develops disease producing 
germs. In order to prevent this, we 
“nasteurize” milk in order to kill the 


germs present, by means of heat. If ; 


it is cooled and kept cold after heat- 

ing, the milk will keep sweet for 

some time and is free from disease 
| germs. This is known as the safest 
| kind of milk to use. “Safety First” 
/is a good rule when buying milk.— 
f Prof. H. H. Dean, O. A. College, 
Guelph.

Pp Planned v 


At a largely attended meeting of 


the shareholders and patrohs of the. 


Alexander ¢heese factory, Hastings 
County, the largest factory boarding 
cheese on Madoc board, held Dec. 8, 
a resolution was passed unanimously 
expressing the belief that the pro- 
posed large central cooperative dairy 
company should be inthe best inter- 
ests of the dairy farmers and dairy 


industry. The shareholders of 
factory also expressed their aioe: 
al of the appointment, when the time 
comes for further action to he taken 
of arbitrators with the object of as- 
certaining the value of the factory 
and its equipment with a view to the 
amalgamation of the factory with 
the proposed company. The’ rea- 
olution wis moved by Mr. J. A. 
Caskey ahd seconded by-Mr. A. For- 
stel, both of Madoc, 

The objects of the proposed com- 
pany were explained to the meeting 
by Mr. H. B. Cowan, Editor-in-chief 
of Farm and Dairy, Peterboro, who, 
after outlining the proposal ‘at 
‘lergth, ans wered a considerable 
number of questions that were 
asked by the shareholders. Em- 
phasis was laid on the fact that 
what is proposed is ah amalgama- 
tion of the small cheese factories 
into a large control company in 
which the present “shareholders of 
the small companies will continue 
as shareholders of the large comp- 
any, and therefore will cohtinue to 
direct not only the operations of 
their own local factories but of the 
large company as well. It was 
‘pointed out that it is not proposed 
to buy the factories from the pres- 
ent shareholders but to ask the 
present share holders to unite with 
shareholders in. other small. comp- 
anies in conducting their present 
business on a larger and more profit- 
able basis. 

Mr. Cowan pointed out that share- 
holders of factories will not.be ask- 
ed to commit themselves definitely 
to the proposal until after arbitrat- 
ors, if they prove to their appoint- 
ment, have placed. a valuation on 
their factories. This valuation will 
then have to be approved of by the 
shareholders of the local factories 
as well as by the officers of the pro- 
posed central company. If the val- 


“|uation is acceptable to both then the 


shareholders of the local factories 
will be asked if they are prepared to 
take the necessary steps tohave 
their factories united with the other 
cooperative factories in the amalga- 
mation: Mr. John McCaffrey, pres- 
ident of the Rlexander Cheese Fact- 
ory, has beeh elected as a provision-

Potato Blight. 

Cool and moist weather may, be 
looked upon to favor thé spread of 
late blight, in the p¢tato.crop, accord- 
ing to botanists at the Ohio: experi- 
ment station, Unusvally hot and dry 
weather prevents (he spread of the 
blight, but with rains and cool nights 
the blight soon makes its appearance 
in the potato fields. “Spraying thor~ 
cughly with Bordeaux mixture, how- 
ever, reduces the injury from this 
disease, if applied in time. 

The late blight, if unchecked, kills 
the potato vines and’ c@uses a rot- 
ting of the tubers. Often! the rot 
becomes noticeable only after the 
potatoes are stored. Bordeaux mix- 
ture, used on the vines every two 
weeks, is a protection from the dis- 
éase attack, The mixture Is made 
by dissolving four to six pounds of 
copper sulphate in four gallons of 
water and slaking four pounds of 
quicklime and then pcuring the two 
sclutions together, finally diluted 
with water, to make 6&0 gallons. 

When potato bugs are present, two 
pounds of powdered arsenate of lead 
added to each 50 gallohs of Bordeaux 
will also poison the beetles, 
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Solution of Food Problem. 


Dairymen éan solve the feed short- | 
age by the same method that people 
are using to solve the food shortage:

Perhaps that is one reason why 
buttermilk has remained popular 
through the centuries. They say that 
the old cry, “‘Come over into Meso- 
potamia and help us,’’ first arose 
when a group of Mesopotamians 
found that they had druhk not wise- 
ly, but too well of koumtsses : 

In the country the milk is per- 
mitted to stand in the crocks against 
the day of churning. Therefore every 
milk house becomes, perforce a dis- 
tillery and every cow carries within 
her the latent possibilities of a per- 
ambulating still.

daily for two days, Keep the patient 
in comfortable stall excluded from 
drafts and bathe the affected leg fre- 
quently with hot water and after 
bathing rub well with a stimulant 
linament, as one made of 2 02, oil 
lof turpentine, 1 oz. tincture of iodine, 
% oz. gum camphor, 6 oz. alcohol, 
and water'to make a pint. Feed bran 
only until purgation commences, then 
feed reasonable quantities of hay, but 
no grain. Continue treatment until 
the acute soreness and lameness have 
passed, then give regular work or 
exercise. The swelling’ will reappear 
at night for d@-few days. Prevention 
consists in either materially reducing 
the grain ration on days that the 
horse is not working, or seeing that 
he gets “exercise in some. way. 
Repeated attacks usually result in 
a chronic big leg, called elephantites, 
which is incurable.—J. H. R., Ontario 
Agricultural College; Guelph. 


Working .Over Asparagus 
Rhubarb Beds, 


The handling of asparagus and 
rhubarb ‘beds in the spring of the 
year is largely dependent on the sit- 
uation of them and the time that the 
owner has at his disposal both in 
the fall and spring. 

Where. properly handled the as- 
paragus beds in the fall of the year 
should have had all tops removed 
and burned and the soil ploughed 
over the top of the row so that a 
furrow would be left to remove the 
water. 

In the spring of the year the as- 
paragus bed, if ploughed in the fall, 
should be ploughed: back and. then 
given a thorough disking so that the 
soil would: warm up quickly, espe- 
cially around the crown of the plant. 
After this cultivation should be prac- 
ticed until the Ist of July when cut- 
ting should cease and the bed re- 
ceive a heavy coating of good ma- 
nure and a considerable quantity of 
commercial- fertilizer. 

Rhubarb beds in the fall of the 
year should be manured heavily with 
well-rotted manure after the tops 
have been removed. 

Rhubarb beds in the spring of the 
year are generally given a cultivation 
and much of the rougher manure car- 
ried from the roots of the plants 
and the crown. This permits the 
Warming up of the soil and conse- 
quent early growth.—A.H. McLen-

Of 
course, he is not sane, and might be 
cited in favor of Lombroso’s theory 
that a’ genius ‘is never sane, but of 
his brilliancy there is no question. 
No doubt if he were permitted to ap- 
pear in person before the Supreme 
Court he would favor that body with

Of Stroud’s..parents, it is° briefly 
announced that they were good peo- 
ple, whose. ancestry reveals no taint 
that might. partly “account for this 
amazing criminal. He was born in 
Seattle, and went to school where

he went to Juneau, Alaska, and jat 
the age of seventeen took a job ‘as 
dishwasher in a restaurant. 
days later the cook qutit, and Stroud 
having <nastered the art of cooking 
in the preceding forty-eight hours, 
took the job, and performed to the 
entire satisfaction of*the customers, 
Shortly afterward there was a‘ food 
famine in Juneau, and Stroud got 
possession of the restaurant. He was 
able to sell food when it was almost 
unobtainable elsewhere, and did a 
tremendous’ business,: until the po- 
lice, investigating his source of sup- 


“ply, discovered that he'was getting 


his provisions from a gang of thieves. 
Then followed a jail sentence, 

On his release he fell in love with 
a dance hall girl; and when he found 
that she had another lover he went 
to the:man’s ‘cottage and killed him. 
He declared that the killing was the 
result of a fight and escaped with 
a twelve-year sentence. In the course 
of his trial the fact was revealed 
that Stroud had-no sense of right and 
wrong, so far’as he himself was con» 
cerned, and rather than the prison 


sentence he appeared to deplore that: 


he was placed in a false position in 
the eyes of the public. “His first day 
in jail he mastered the rules and the 
next day amazed his hearers by de- 
livering an address upon them, point- 
ing out their defects and excellencies. 
Shortly afterward he was discovered 
with a fellow convict smuggling dope 
into the penitentiary and selling it 
for a gQod profit. The offence was 
detected ‘through .a blunder on the 
part of his companion, and’ for this 
blunder Stroud determined that the 
man should die; Accordingly, he at- 
tacked him with a knife; but failed 
to .complete his’ murder,~ Thence- 
forth, having lost what mitigation of 
his sentence continued good conduct 
would have won, he broke all prison 
rules, and eventually was transferred 
to Leavenworth. 

Arrived there one of “his first atk 
was to make a saw out of a case 
knife, which he used to dig his way 
in the direction of a main sewer and 
liberty. After this a close watch was 
kept upon him,. but ‘this did not-pre- 
vent him secreting a. spoon,’ which 
he fashioned into a dagger. With 
this weapon he sprang upon and 
stabbed to death Andrew F. Turner, 
a prison guard, at the noon-day meal, 
and in the presence of 1,600 con- 
victs. Stroud said that Turner had 
called him a Vile name.’ This is the 
crime for which Stroud was given a 
life sentence, against which he is ap- 
pealing, and it was while; the trial 
was in progress that criminalogists 
everywhere were interested in the 
problem presented by Stroud. 

in Leavenworth Stroud has con- 
tinued to baifie his warders and the 
experts who have come to examine 
him. Knowing no music; but getting 
hold of a violin and ag uitar, he be- 
came an expert performer in three 
weeks. Through a- correspondence 
course he earned two degrees from 
the Kansas State ‘Agricuitural *Col- 
tege, one requiring a profound knowl- 
edge of mathematics, the other of 
engineering. Yet nobody saw him 
reading except at odd moments. As 
a mathematician he is said to. be 
rehiarkable as a lightning calculator 
and in solving problems in mental 
arithmetic. Stroud’s own explanation 
is that these gifts. of mathematics 
and music just “come to hint on 
waves.””. He has studied theosophy, 
and claims to be able to release his’ 
astral - body at will. That is one side 
of him. The other, the idiot side; is 
in his ignorance of what is due oth- 
ers. When a little kindness is shown, 
he is in. doubt whether to say thanks 
or to prostrate himself before -his 
benefactor and burst into tears. For 
any slight or injury,.on the other 
hand, he immediately begins to plot 
murder, a man’s lite blood; In his 
opinion, being necessary to wipe out 
the memory of the most genial insult. 
As a final illustration of his gifts, 
may be mentioned the fact that 
through correspondence, limited as it 
is to two letters a week, strictly cen- 
sored, he. has been able to interest 
outsiders. who have furnished the
